puring the fall of 1860 and winter of 1880 and
1447, the regulur Lroops in the Department of
the Gulf, which embinced within its [iniits the
Bistes of Loulsinuae, Florida, and Texas, re-
mained, ns & genersal thing, at the swtlons
designated In my previous reports, The mus-
ter-out of the volunteer forces was contlnned,
aund reduciion and economy In the quarter-
marlers’ and commissary departmonts rigldly
enforced, Ogperatious were commenced by the
quart emasters’ department on the frontler
posts in Lexas enrly 1o the spring, nt or In the
vicinity of the foliowing denignated polntg—
Bulfelo Springs, Belkoap, Chadbonrne, Oamp
stockton, Fort Davis, Loredo, Brownsville, and
Bravos Santiago.

Brevet Mojor-General George W. Gatly, who
had suceeeded Mujor-Genernl H. G. Wright in
command of the distrlet of Texns, was, by pro-
motiop and the nataral military changes, sue-
oieded by Drevet Mnjor-General 3. P, Heintzel-
man, abd he by Brovel Major-General Coarles
Gritiin, Brevet Major-General A, Balrd was
snooeeded by Brevet Major-General Joseph A.
Mower, incommand of the distrlot of Louisiana
and Mojor-Geperal J. G. Foster by OQolone
Bprague inthe disirict of Florida, Brevet Major-
General J.J. Reynolds alko succeedod Bravet
Brigadier-Genoral Brown lu command of the
sub-distriet of the Rlo Grandao,

Work wins commenced on the posts above
pamed in the early spring, and vignrmmllv pra-
socuted until the rigld quarantine estavlished
againgt the anticipated spresd of the yellhw
fever malevially retarded Lbe work of patling
the soldiers on the frontier under sheller unull
late In tne ensuing fall, No changes of troops
pecurred in the disirlets of Loulslans and Flo-
rida, except such as were incidental to the pre-
servation of order and the exeoutlon of the
Jaws nnder the Civil Iights bill.

ublio of Mexloeo Lo drive out Lthe invaders, Lhe
ﬁio Grande frontler gave me much anxlety,
It 'was imipossible to prevent the soldiers and
Union people npon the border from expressing
an open sympatbhy with the Liveral cause;
therefore 1t was exceedingly diffloult to main-
ealn strict nentrallly, and on one or two ocoa-
slons violations occurred which were not par-
ticularly objectionanle to the Liberal party, and
were w{tuuut dificulty reconeiled.

THE TENEMENT HuUSE HORROR.

Denth of Two Other Viciims—~Funeral of
the Murphy Family—-Conditien of the
Survivers—The Filre Marshal's Iunvesti=
gation.

Two other victima of the tenemcnt house
tragedy bave succumbed to thelr nineles. Mra,
Rosunna Mucphy, who bad lingered in a state
of uncopsgciousness from the moment of her ad-
misslon to the hospital, expired st a late hour
on Mornday night, Happily for ber she had not
returned to the use of her fonoualties at the last
moment, and death supervened while she was
g1l ingensible of her suflerings.

Her busband, Patrick Murphy, is doiug well,
altbough his injuries are of a serione na‘ure and
mey protract his sojourn in the hospital, and
Cornelius O'Meara died st Bellevue yesterday
afternoon, Mre, Julia Kelly, who jumped from
the third story window, 18 lyiug 1n & eritieal
siate at the hospitul. Her spine was seriously
injured by the shock of her descent. Mary Anne
Garvey, the hitle girl, has uearly recovered, and
will be cut of the hospital in a lew days,

The tuncral ol e Murphy Iamlly took place
yesterday alternoon. was 8 meliucholy
sight when the solemn procession moved offl
with the remwuins of the mother and her Lhree
cuildren. The funersl of the O'Meara family
takes place to-day, when a mother and her three
daughters will receive this last tribuate of respect,
The male heuds ol each of the two bereaved
familes still lie n the wards of the hospital,
gud inthe one case it is only too probable thut
he I8 soon to follow, it not accomprny, the
remuing of his wife und chiidren.

The crowd continued all day yesterday, bath
al the ho:pital aud at the house, At the tormer
place hundreas of young giris, the shopmates
wnd sequalntances of the dead girls, took a last
look at the bodies, and al the 1ormer an inces-
sant throng continued, as i unable to feast their
eyes with the sight of the spot made memorable
by #0 sad u catasirophe,

The prisoner, Maximilian Miller, still remains
i confinement at the Twenty-tiras Precinot
Station House, whither he has been committed
b{ & worrant from Coroper Wildey. He is not
wllowed to communicate with visitors,

My, Holfmau, the owner of the house, in
reference to questions put to him yesierday by
Capisin Allaire, sa'd that Miller bad not been
doing u good business, that his neighbors had
refuted to boy of hin, and that he bhad been
trying to sell out the place. Tue Fire Marshal
i in search of sny facts that may tend to throw
lig bt upou the origin of the fire, bat his efforts
#0 far have not been very sutlsfactory. He will,
however, dvvelop what information he bhas
belore the Coroner’s jury, who meet for the
mquest to-morrow moiniog at ) o'clock, in the
Morgue,
